Black G old 
Caviar is called “black gold" by 
the Russians and connoisseurs pre­ 
fer it fresh. 
The real caviar, th e black roe of 
sturgeons, is sold in Russia out of 
tubs, like butter in this country. 
In New York, where the best grade 
brings $lp to $16 a pound Russian 
weight, which m eans 14 ounces, it 
is bought more sparingly. 
Recently the red caviar, which 
is really salm on roe. lias become 
popular and now is sold in the flve- 
and-ten-cent stores. 
A little comes 
from 
Alaska 
via San Francisco 
Shipm ents of this domestic product 
to New York have increased in the 
past four years from a few pounds 
to about three carloads. 
Most caviar comes from the C as­ 
pian sea at the m outh of the Volga. 
It is shipped in refrigerator cars to 
Ham burg and thence by fast boat to 
New York, where it is kept in cold 
storage a t a tem perature of 30 de­ 
grees. 
The catch is taken twice a 
year, in late 
spring and autum n, 
and the new stock arrives here at 
the beginning of June and Hie end 
of December. 
T hen huge stream ers in delicates­ 
sen windows proclaim “Fresh R us­ 
sian C aviar" all over town.
